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RED CROSS SAVES LIVES 

Since the war began we have visited a number 
of munitions plants, military camps and air-fields, 
but the most: stirring war activity we have seen 
was not more than a stone's throw from our office. 
The stone would have broken a window of Trinity 
United church, where a Red Cross blood donor 
clinic was in progress this (Tuesday) morning- 
Volunteer blood donors waited their turns, going 
first to the temperature room, then to the blood 
doning room, where two doctors and nurses, too 
-dazzling, in their Red Cross uniforms, to count, 
were collecting the precious blood, which after 
processing will go to the fighting fronts to save 
the lives of soldiers, sailors, airmen and civilians. 
Another group were keeping the records, and still 
another group were serving lunches following the 
donations. There were about 70 willing donors, 
all men. The next lime women too may be in- 
vited to participate. 

As we came away we thought that the Red 
Cross will reach its increased financial objective 
in the campaign next month. In a town where a 
group of over 100 are so ready to give their blood, 
their services, their time, there will be no lack of 
persons to give money to carry on the far-flung. 
far-reaching work of the Red Cross. 



OTTAWA 

A brief report on a two-day visit to Ottawa last 
weekend is hereby submitted by your editor. 
Leaving a depleted staff to struggle with broken 
down machinery* a late newspaper and piled up 
job work, we stole away silently on Wednesday 
night in time to catch the midnight train at Tor- 
onto, and arrived back Saturday morning. 

It is our opin:on that editors should get away 
from their desks once in a while, and this particu- 
lar visit proved stimulating and worth-while. We 
were encouraged to hear how other editors, at- 
tending the mid-year executive meeting of the 
Canadian Weekly Newspapers Association, were 
struggling with their staff shortage problems. 
One editor had a staff of girls only, and lie had 
come away and left them to put the last four 
forms on the press and run off the paper by them- 
selves. We hope that they got the paper out all 
right. If they did, it was the famous Fergus 
News-Record. 

In Ottawa we found meal-time particularly 
stimulating. For the two luncheons speakers 
were John Bracken. Progressive-Conservative 
leader, who took the occasion to announce his 
national fuel policy, and M. J. Coidwell, C.C.F. 
leader, who, like Mr. Bracken, dealt with the post- 
war world. Dinner speakers were Mnjor-General 
L. It. LaFlcchc, minister of national war services. 
Dr. N. A. M. MacKcnzic, new chairman of the 
wartime information board, and Chas. La Ferlt-, 
director of salvage, the first evening, and Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King and Postmaster-General 
W. P. Mulock the second evening. 

At our board meetings John Atkins, printing 
and publishing administrator, John Grierson, 
general manager of the wartime information 
board and the now celebrated maker of short war 
movies, and representatives of both the depart- 
ment of finance and the wartime prices and trade 
board "sat in" and told us of assignments which 
weekly newspapers might expect in the near 
future. 

There is not time or space to say much of these 
men who arc running the country, or offering to 
run it. hut we can give one or two impression*. 
Mr. Bracken is not a good speaker hut he is a man . 
of; solid thought and he impresses you with his 
sincerity. After hearing him you feel that if a 
Bracken government did come into power it 
would do the country a lot of good, but you do 
wonder how any man could pull up a disorganized 
and discouraged party to that extent. 

. Mr. Coidwell is convincing and fluent, and he 
doesn't offer any frightening ideas. His theme 
was almost the same as that of Mr. Bracken, 
namely, that where private business is unable to 
provide employment government must step in and 
do so. He has less faith in private enterprise than 
Mr. Bracken, and .lie would retain government 
controls over business, we gather, and also have 
government take over control of banking institu- 
tions and basic industries, though we are not sure 
tha* he put those ideas into words on this occa- 
sion. Although much .superior to Mr. Blacken as 
a speaker, Mr. Coidwell does not ring as true us 
the Manitoban, Perhaps it is his artificial seem- 
ing accent, a mixture of his native old country 
speech and his acquired Canadian speech, or |ier- 
fiaps it is just that his lack of business or ad- 
ministrative experience condemns him to he less 
convincing when hard-boiled editors listen. Let 
us add thai however visionary his ideas may seem, 
he is talking common-sense when he speaks of 
employment and social security for everyone, and 
he is performing a real service for Canada in forc- 
ing the other parties to compete with him in plan- 
ning better things after they war. 

Prime Minister King, in an off-thc-record talk, 
made a more radical statement about what must 
happen after the war than had either o f his two 
competitors. It will be no breach of confidence 
for us to retail one of Mr. King's stories from his 
experience as a young cabinet minister. Lord 
Shaughnessy was asking Sir Clifford Sifton, who, 
it will be remembered, finally gave up a brilliant 
political career because of deafness, for some con- 
cession for the C.P.R. Sir Clifford advised him to 
see Sir Wilfrid Laurier but "don't tell him that 
you have been talking to me." Lord Shaughnessy 
made his way to Sir Wilfrid's office and began to 
present his case. Said Sir Wilfrid: "You don't 
need to shout at me, Shaughnessy. You are not 
talking to Sir Clifford now." 

Mr. King told the editor of The Era and 
Express: "I have many kind memories of New- 
market."

But a question of policy, such as 
whether liquor is to be permitted at functions in 
the Collegiate Institute, is a different matter. 
Upon such questions the trustees should be pre- 
pared to let the electors know their stand. Or 
they should not' assume the responsibilities of 
public office.

Magis- 
trate W. F. Woodliffe asked the 
defendants. 

"We are farmers, my brother Is 
a salvage dealer/* replied Emerson 
Warden*. 

Asked if they ever read the 
papers to learn about the gaso- 
line situation, the two brothers 
replied that they did not read 
them very often. His worship ad- 
vised them to read them more 
often in future. 

"In view of the fact that you 
have failed to get the gasoline 
ration-book for the car you oper- 
ated, I am being lenient with you." 
stated Magistrate Woodliffe. "But 
don't let this happen again." 

Finding Herbert Crittenden. 
Newmarket, guilty on a charge of 
careless driving on Yonge St.. on 
Feb. 11. when his car was in col- 
lision with a truck operated by 
E. Ball of Midland, Magistrate 
Woodliffe fined him $10* and costs 
amounting to 12.75 or ten days. 

Provincial Constable Alex. Fer 
guson. who was called to the scene 
of the accident In Whitchurch, 
shortly after midnight on Feb. 11. 
said thit he found that the Crit- 
tenden car had collided with a| 
truck which was parked well to 
the side of the highway. He said 
that the driver had parkqf the 
truck In order to get some sand 
in a box to use in ease he should 
have difficulty driving up slippery 
hills. 

Constable Ferguson estimated 
the damage to the truck at $100 
and stated that the Crittenden 
car was a total wreck. ;„.^v 

"What wa* Mr. Crittenden's 
condition?** asked hla worship; 

"The accused admitted that he 
had been up to Bradford and, bad 
been drinking,** replied the wit- 
ne*s. "He waa injured and due to 
the fact that he was. suffering 
from shock and Injuries I hesitat- 
ed to judge to the extent that he 
was under the influence and 
therefore did not lay a more 
eerious charge-" 

"Did he give any explanation? 
"He raid that he thought the *now 
had pulled his car towards the 
truck." 

In rt'ply to further question.- of 
his worship. Constable Ferguson 
aaid th*t Mr. Crittenden carried 
no insurance on his car. 

"Crittenden, I am taking Into 
consideration the total low to you 
of your car and the injuries and 
shock you suffered, otherwise I 
would impose a heavy penalty." 

Ms worship warned. 

"You have no business to threat- 
en these girls or curse and awear 
at them aa you did." Magistrate 
Woodliffe told Wilfred Britttagttf, 
Button, when ha bound him over 
in the sum of $100 to keep th«- 
peace for one year. Mr. BriiHrlger 
was charged with "threatening" 
two Sutton girls, Marian Crydtr- 
man and I^eona Sedore. waitresses 
at the restaurant owned by MUs 
Queenle Burrows. 

According to Marian Cryderman. 
17 year*, the defendant, who At- 
tended the stoves- at the restaur- 
ant, had on two or three occasion* 
sworn at her and criticized her 
work. 

"Did he ever touch you?" naked 
the crown. The witness replied 
that he had never hit her. 

Leona Sedore tutld that she had 
heard Mr. nrilllnger on other oc- 
casions using objectionable lang* 
uage. 

Miss Burrows, proprietor of the 
restaurant, told his worship that 
Mr. Brillinger had been accustom* 
cd to repair the gas stoves but 
that he had no authority to tell 
the waitresses what to do and 
what not to da She had often 
heard the p!rU and the defend- 
ant Hiu.ibbllng but it waa usually 
over as quickly as It began. 

County Constable William Hill 
told his worship that Mr. Brilling- 
er had admitted calling the girls 
names and threatened to "kick 
the girls out of there." 

"You have no business threaten- 
ing these girls or using such 
language to them/* Magistrate 
Woodliffe admonished the defend- 
ant. "Keep away from them.**

worship. "Either you should get 
rid of the girls or get rid of the 
man. It Is a disgrace to have a 
man around speaking that lang- 
uage."

Farm Policies . 

All who attended the annual 
meeting of the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Agriculture at Calgary. 

Jan. 28. 29 and 30 agreed that it 
orovided an excellent demonstra- 
tion of the unity of organized 
farm people across all Canada. 

Over 30 representatives travelled 
from the eastern provinces. Brit- 
ish Columbia had its representa- 
tion. And, of course, the men of 
the prairies were on the job.^ 

The program covered a wide 
range of topics. Prices and pro- 
duction came in for an overhaul- 
ing. There were special periods 
devoted to credit, reconstruction. 

health services and farm radio 
forum. 

While the convention was in 
session the announcement of 1943 
grain policy of the federal gov- 
ernment came as a bombshell. 
Delegates expressed a strong 
opinion that the government was 
disregarding organized agricul- 
ture by not waiting to receive a 
federation presentation following 
the annual meeting. This in 
spite of previous promises to con- 
sult the farmers. 

A wire of protest was sent to 
Prime Minister King. "1 resent 
the action of the Canadian gov- 
ernment in completely ignoring 
nationally organized agriculture 
when laying down a major farm 
policy," said J. H. Wesson, vice- 
president of the C.F.A. and pres- 
ident of the Canadian Wheat 
Pool. 

On a motion from the floor the 
whole convention dramatized its } 
protest against the government's 
action by standing for a moment 
>f silence. Following this, one of 
she younger delegates suggested 
that "when agrictiltute is organ- 
ized strongly enough we will not 
need to stand in silence." 

A long list of varied resolutions 

met with substantial agreement 
in most eases unanimous agree- 
ment. There was continuous 
evidence that the delegates wen 
striving to deal with all problems 
in terms of the welfare of thf 
whole industry and of the whoU 
nation.

Dairy Farmers 
Met At Calgary 

(From Rural Co-operator) 

Some 75 delegates gathered at 
Calgary for the first annual 
meeting of Dairy Farmers of 
Canada for a thorough considera- 
tion of a wide range of problems 
in the dairy industry. 

Resolutions asked for represen- 
tatives from agriculture on the 
selective service boards, particu- 
larly emphasizing the necessity 
for experienced dairy help; ade* 
quate distribution of feed grain; 
lhat subsidies be continued dur- 
ing and after the war; that a de- 
partment of food supply be es* 
tabUshed in Ottawa with the re- 
sponsibility of deciding upon 
essential requirements of food 
production In Canada in relation 
to home consumption and export 
and with power to establish 
prices to me<*t cost of production; 
a subsidy on milk going to con- 
densaries; that dairy equipment 
be made available; that (he ex- 
port price of cheese be set at fac- 
tory shipping point, thus pooling 
freights; that gasoline and tire 
requirements of dairy men be 
given due consideration; that a 
minimum price of 50 cents on 
first grade creamery butter be 
established for the duration of the 
war and at least a year after and 
that a seasonal advance of H cent 
a pound per month over this 
minimum to rover carrying 
charges be restored effective
